To serve the gravy,
you will find a small pitcher much
nicer than the old-fashioned gravy
‘boat, and it also takes up leas room.

Just How to Serve

Use a tablespoon and fork for serv-
ing food to the individual platter, and
learn to hold the fork alnst the
l{)bﬂll in the right hand. lace this
silver for rerving each individual dish
in _convenlent spot on the table.
